al!y imited Democracy and the near ap- 
proach of tin1 Presidential campaign, 
California Republicans will bo pretty 
certain to vote "only for those who have 
becu true to the Union. 
Si> far as we 


have heard, the uisaffwted arc deter- 
mined to do this, or not vote at nil. 
If 


the party is to be broken up for the time 
being, they prefer that it be done effect- 
ually. Tliis will not be of much comfort 
to Democrats miming on anything but 
a Deuiocratic ticket. 


THE one thing foolish about the polit- 


ical situation in California is the special 
pains taken on the part of (he various 
pisiform-builders to tell what everybody 
already knows. AVhen they say that no 
corporation should be abova the State, 
they are going out of the way to confer 
an honor upon the power of aggregated 
capital. It is an implication that cor- 
porations are above and beyond the gov- 
ernment that created them. It is pos- 
sible, howeve-, that this agitation, which 
had its origin chiefly in the personal 
•pite of Anthony Jt Co., will result in 
some general good. It may serve to en- 
lighten all parties concerned,as to the real 
powers of government with respect to the 
lights and privileges o.' corporations anil 
individuals. The State is full of ad- 
venturous and demagogical spirits, whose 
personal and political quarrels will have 
to be tolerated for an indefinite period. 
They in effect, constitute no insignifi- 
cant part of the State; they serve to stir 
np all the good, bad and indifferent, and 
the more lively they make the mess, the 
sooner it will be over. The remark is 
attributed to Lincoln, that statesmanship 
lonsists of organizing \illainy with » 
•view to the public welfare. Of course, 
this could not apply to Bill Biggins & 
Co. in 1873, but purely to Bill (.'arr & 
Co. in 1875. 


SOME THINGS POLITICAL 


Tho worst feature of tlio distractions 


among Republicans of California at this 
juncture, is the picture presented to the 
party in other States of tlie Union. Ev- 
erywhere eke—in ever.- State east of tho 
Rocky Mountains at least—the Republi- 
cans preserve their organizations intact, 
and present n bold front to the enemy, 
who are flushed with the local victories 
of last Fall, and are nuiverbully hopeful 
[or the futnie.

That there is no third party, and no ex- 
use for oue, {^evidently clear to Seua- 
ator Booth, who no doubt had his head 
.urned because of his success in 1873. 
He returns from the east with u higher 
respect for party machinery, however hu

must terminate his Senatorial career 
solitary and alone, is not wli.u he bar- 
gained for.

THE celebration of the 100th anniver- 


sary of the battle of Bunker Hill, ha* 
been pretty general, while in Boston the 
people made tjie most of it, us they were 
eminently entitled to do. It is pretty 
safe to say that the second centennial 
celebration of that memorable action, 
will be world-wide. It is too recent to 
be fully appreciated by our own people 
This nation started out with .such a 
medley of contradictious iu itself, that a 
century has been required to straighten 
out the chief kink i;i the dog's tail; in 
fact, another generation w ill be required 
to fully accomplish that. Another cen- 
tury will see this, great republic woven 
together with railroads and telegraphs 
and material and moneyed interests i) 
general, that will alone serve as ; 
bord of indissoluble strength to the 
republican system established on this 
continent, through the direct influence 
of the battle of Bunker Hill. 
It was 


the battle of humanity the world over, 
as well as that of freedom and repre- 
sentative government by the whole peo- 
ple. 
We look upon the universal use of 


the English language of this American 
make-up as the real saving clause—the 
salvation of the great Union. The best 
books and newspapers, and other educa- 
tional features will prevail hereafter as 
they have heretofore. Too much atten- 
tion cannot bo paid to the frindamenta 
education of the youth of the country— 
uniformity of system should be the firs 
consideration. We have no gloomy ideas 
regarding the future of this government. 
We believe the next Centennial of Bun- 
ker Hill will see it but fairly matured— 
out of its teens. It is but little more 
than out of its swaddling clothes as yet. 
The States and people thijj compose it 
are at least no 'arther along iu experi- 
ence than so many skylarking school- 
boys. The next Blinker Hill Centennial 
will bo the commencement day, when 
the quarrels and jealousies of to-«lay will 
be the wonder of the past.
